The committee on cities, with several 


members dissenting has voted to report 
the new charter bill for the city of Taun- 


ton. The bill abolishes the common coun- 


cil and substitutes a board consisting of 
the mayor and four councilmen. The 
mayor and councilmen are to be nomi- 
nated at a preliminary election, no party 
designations to be uséd. The salary otf 
the mayor is to be $1000 per year and of 
each councilman $1000. The council is to 
elect .the city clerk, city treasurer and 
collector of taxes, each for a term 
three years. Oni petition of 25 per cent 
of the registered voters the city council | 


is to submit to the voters any ordinance | 


which it has passed and its operation 
shall be suspended until after 
by the voters. The school committee 
to consist the mayor and nine mem- 
bers.

In the House this Morning Kepresenta- 
tive Quigley of Holyoke filed his own 
petition for legislation to provide fur- 
ther for the inspection of meat and cat- 
tle. The bill accompanying the petition | 
provides that the state shall be divided | 
into 20 districts, and for each district 
the Governor to appoint a meat and | 
cattle inspecctor, named from 
list to be prepared by the civil service 
commission, and to receive an annual 
salury of $1200. The petition was 
ferred. under the rules, to the committee 
on rules, for a recommendation as to 
whether it shall be admitted for consid- 
eration at the present session. 

The committee on public service re- 
ported Councilor Barry’s bill to provide 
for the biennial printing, preparing and 
furnishing to the Governor and council 
of lists of state employees, officials and 
other persons receiving compensation 
from the state, with the salaries paid 
and the emoluments received in office by 
such persons. The bill 1s amended, how- 
ever, to provide that such lists shall be 
furnished on the first day of November, 
rather than on May 1, as in Councilor 
Barry's bill. 

Mr. White of Brookline opposed the bill 
to require that goods made in penal in- 
stitutions shall be so marked. He said the 
bill would prove a great detriment to 
the prison industries, and he thought 
there must be some ulterior motive be- 
hind such a bill, when there is manifestly 
no public demand for it. The shoe manu- 
facturers of the state, including those 
of Haverhill, the city from which the 
bill comes, are not in favor of it, and 
the largest manufacturer in that city, 
C. K. Fox, is opposed to it. 

Dr. Coleman of Nantucket and Mr. 
Mead of Brockton defended the bill, but 
on a rising vote it was defeated, 51 to 
57. On a roll call the bill was rejected 
by a tie vote, 105 to 105. 

Mr. Cutting of Weston urged recon- 
sideration of the vote by which the 
House on Monday refused to recommit 
to the committee on the liquor law the 
bill to prohibit the granting of fourth. 
class licenses to premises where licenses 
of the first three classes are used. the 
bill reported by the committee having 
been ruled out on a point of order. 

Reconsideration prevailed, 84 to 44, 
but the motion to recommit failed on 
a rising vote, 89 to 49, a two thirds vote 
being necessary. On a roll-call the mo- 
tion failed, 126 to 77. 

In executive session this morning the 

committee on street railways voted to 
report a bill on petition of James F. Ba 
con to authorize street railway com 
panies to increase their capital stock or 
issue bonds upon the approval of the 
railroad commission for abolishing grade 
crossings, improving their equipment, ac- 
quiring additional real estate, etc. Sen. 
ator Greenwood dissents and Senator 
Keith of Bridgewater reserves his right 
dissent. 
A large delegation of prominent citi- 
zens of East Boston were before the 
Massachusetts railroad commissioners this 
morning urging that the grade crossings 
at Orient Heights, Harbor View, Maverick 
street and Marginal street be abolished. 
All these crossings are on the road of 
the Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn Rail- 
road Company and President Melvin O. 
Adams of that road appeared in behalf 
of his company’s interests. 

Chairman Hall of the board was called 
to appear before a legislative committee 
at the State hiouse and the hearing was 
eontinued until 3 o’clock this afterncon.

Patten Predicts Still | 
Higher Price of Wheat |; 


CHICAGO—Close upon the announce- | 
ment of James A. Patten, so-called | 
“wheat king” that he was going to get 
out of the ‘market, which statement 
was later denied, comes the news from 
Washington today that a bill directed | 
at speculation vpon the necessities of 
life may be introduced in Congress at | 
an early date if the attorney-general 
can find no cause of action to lay as a 
conspiracy in restraint of trade. 

Mr. Patten, undisturbed, predicted 
that after he is out of the market w heat | 
would go even higher. 

Mr. Patten reiterated his former dec- 
larations that he was not running a 
corner in wheat, said he did not intend 
to » t the cereal up any higher ana de- 
clared he had kept it up at high figure 
to prevent exporters from getting hold 
of it and shipping it out of the United 
States. This country, he asserted, ex- 
ports between 150.000.0000 and 200,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat annually, and if 
2¢ had not kept the price above the ex- 
port figures the country would be pay- 
ing «higher price for wheat than it is 
now doing. 

He ascribed the present market price of 
wheat to supply and demand. He said 
that while the supply of wheat had not 
materially increased the world’s popula- 
‘ion and demand had grown and the) 
present price of wheat was merely the 
natural result of these conditions.

WALTHAM, Mass.-——An improved sve 
tem of postal delivery and collection 
which has long been urged by the citizens 
will be put into operation here May 1. 
The present two mounted carriers will | 
be replaced by foot carriers, and the 
number of these will be increased by two, 
All of the delivery routes will be changed’ 
so as to serve the largest number of | 
people and cover the outlying sections of | 
the city inva satisfactory manner. | 

In addition, two deliveries are to be | 
added for the business section of the 
city. One of these will be between 11:30 
and 12 a.m. and the other shortly after 
5 oclock m the afternoon. This will 
give five deliveries in the business sec- 
tion. An additional night collection will 
be made, commencing about 8:30 and 
reaching substations 1, 2 and 3 about | 
9 p. m. 

For some time past the last mail from 
this city closed at 8 p. m., but under the 
scheme now proposed arrangements have | 
been made for despatching a mail at 10 
p. m., which will be greatly appreciated 
by persons having to send mail in the 
evening. as the latest collection up to 
the present time is 7 p. m., and the last 
mail has closed’at 8 p. m. 

Included in the changes to be made is 
the despatching of registered mail mat- 
ter on the 10 p. m. train. Since taking 
charge of the post-office in July, 1900. 
Postmaster Charles J. Shepard has greatly 
improved the service.

BARREL CACTUS A 
WELL OF WATER 


A cactus that will serve as a compass 
and a well is indeed a useful plant. In a 
book called: “Camp Fires on Desert and 
lava,” W. T. Hornaday describes the 
barrel or bisnaga cactus, a deeply fluted 
and elaborately “spined” plant. The tra- 
dition is that every bisnaga always leans 
to the south. A majority of them do 
Jean in that direction, but they are not 


absolutely to be depended upon. As a/ 


well, however, the plant is very valuable. 

In times of stress for water the man 
who is tortured by thirst and heat can 
draw from it a cool and copious drink 
of water which surpasses the ambrosia 
of the gods. In Arizona, in summer, a 
man needs about two large gallons of 
water a day. Part or all of this water 
can be supplied from the bisnaga. 

Here is our experience: On the third 
day out we stopped to get some water 
in this way. With his machete—which is 
really an lowa corn cutter of Mexican 
antecedents and Connecticut manufac- 
ture—the doctor deftly eut off the upper 
part of a fine specimen that stood be- 
side the trail. Next, @ smooth green 
stem from a nearby palo verde was whit- 
tled to the shape of a pounding stick. 
It is necessary to choose for this pur- 
pose a tree that does not yield bitter 
wood, for with the wrong kind of bat- 
tering ram the flavor of the drink might

easily be impaired, says a writer in the 
Youth’s Companion. 

The central surface of the decapitated 
bisnaga was attacked with this pounder, 
and white bits of cactus meat began to 


fly like the sparks from an anvil, Sev-. 


eral handfuls of the pulp were lost be- 
cause there was nothing to hold them; 
but presently a cavity began to form. 

The man whose hands were cleanest 
was invited to take out some of the 
water-logged pulp and wash himself. 
This done, he proceeded to take out the 
pulp, squeeze it dry and throw it away. 

By alternate squeezings and poundings 
about three pints of white water was 
soon accumulated and we stepped up and 
drank. 

It was surprisingly cool, a trifle sweet 
and in flavor like the finest kind of raw 
turnip.

CHINESE PRESS 
OIL FROM WOOD 


Chinese wood oil is obtained from the 
nut of the wood oil tree by pressing or 
extracting. The color of the oil varies 
with the method of extraction. In 
China it is usually heated strongly, and 


is consequently very thick and black. 
Wood oil forms a very durable lacquer 
for wood, far surpassing boiled linseed 
oil in hardness and permanence, says the 
Scientific American. The oil possesses 
the peculiarity of drying more thickly 
in damp than in dry weather. The resi- 
due of the nuts left after the removal of 
the ‘oil is a good fertilizer, which pos. 
sesses the valuable property of destroy- 
ing insects which feed on the roots of 
plants.

BUSINESS FAILURES

Bradstreet’s Classification of 
, Reasons Puts Extravagance 


and Speculation at Bottom 
of the List. 


FRAUD NEAR TOP 


So many men are inclined to attribute 
their failure in business to any cause but 
the real one that special interest attaches 


to an array of facts bearing on the sub- 
ject published in Bradstreet’s. After 
pointing out that the failures in the 
United States during the year 1908 num- 
bered 14,044 as against 10,265 in 1907, 
the writer, taking those for last year, 
classifies the cause of failure as follows: 
Lack of capital, 342; incompetence, 216; 
disaster, etc., 180; Irgud, 115; inexperi- 
ence, 40; neglect, 22; unwise credits, 18; 
failure of others, 18; competition, 18; 
extravagance, 10; speculation, 10 in each 
thousand cases. 

These classifications, it will be noted, 
are in some instances purely arbitrary 
and overlap one another, but not to an 
extent to destroy the impression of the 
showing as a whole, says the Wall Street 
Journal. 

The failures said to have been due to 
lack of capital—342 out of every 1000— 


form the most significant feature of the|% ¥ 


entire exhibit. They mean that more 
than a third of those who failed in busi- 
ness last year owed their misfortune to 
lack of working capital and that they 
trieu to do more trade than their re- 
sources warranted.

Ir THE quality of the news from Constanti- 
nople bore any resemblance to its quantity it 
would be easier to form an accurate idea of 
what is happening in that city. As it is, for 
the moment, the results are as clear as the 
causes are veiled.. That the Young Turk 
party has been at any~ rate temporarily 
deposed is obvious, but the question, of far 
greater importance, by what agency the 
deposition has been effected remains unan-

swered. The crucial point in the situation is whether the influences — 


which have been at work have been inspired by religious animus, or 
are purely reactionary, or whether they are the result of a revolution 
within a revolution, and mark the triumph of the liberal reform 
party. When that is known, the relationship of the event to Euro- 
pean politics will become clearer, and it will be comparatively easy to 
grasp the situation from the larger standpoint. The information at 
present available would seem to point to the success of. a reactionary 
movement. It would appear as if the Sultan, with his extraordinary 
intuition in the realm of political intrigue, had taken advantage of 


the growing unpopularity of the Young Turks, and overwhelmed 


them by an appeal to the more fanatical instincts of Mohammedanism. 
If this is so, it does not for a moment follow that ,the old regime will 
be renewed in all its old methods. For one thing, a nation which has 
witnessed a successful revolution is never quite so malleable as it 
was before. Again, whatever may be thought of the Sultan no one 
has ever questioned his astuteness, and he cannot have failed to 
realize that the fulcrum which provided the leverage for the revolu- 
tion of last autumn was the hatefulness of the Arab ascendency in his 
councils and in his favor. | 

Even, therefore, if it should prove that Abdul Hamid is once 
more master of the situation, instead of having merely become the 
tool of a second revolutionary party, the relationship of Turkey to 
the great powers may prove not to have altered perceptibly. 


A coMPANy for the promotion of transatlan- 

tic aerial navigation has forwarded its papers 
to Albany for the signature of the secretary 
of state, the certificate of incorporation hav- 
ing been approved by Justice Hendrick of the 
supreme court. The daring of the Europe- 
America Aero Navigation Society signalizes 
the new era of dominion whose scope appears 
too vast yet to be gauged.

across the ocean recalls at once that first 
crossing made by Columbus, which,~more than any other event, 
opened the present era, and it is natural if one of the leaders of the 
new organization calls attention to the trade winds which made the 
caravel’s voyage possible and may do as much for the first balloon. 

At a stage when the most advanced achievements of aeronautics 
consist of “air cruisers,’ whatever their actual capacity, nothing could 
be more welcome than the formation of a company for the encourage- 
ment of aeronautic inventors and for stimulating interest in aero- 
nautic sports by the dissemination of literature, by lectures, exhibi- 
tions, and otherwise. The company meets an urgent need; it places 
aeronautics in the service of intercourse between nations and indi- 
viduals, a service which must inevitably result in better mutual appre- 
ciation and in the spreading of mutual good-will, through closer 
acquaintance and cooperation. 

The dominion of the air is neither won nor held through instru- 
ments of destruction, for the mastery of militarism is the most 
relentless slavery for the would-be masters themselves, the slavery of 
fear. Will fear ever conquer the air? It is imperative that aerial 
navigation shall, from its infancy, take root in every- individual’s 
thought as a grand realization of freedom, as a mastering of condi- 
tions, and thus bar out the aggressive impetus which is the negation 
of mastery and freedom. | 

The era of aerial dominion could only dawn when man’s thought 
was free enough to rise to such heights. It can only promote péace 
because born of freedom. The attempt to press it into the thraldom 
of warfare is a strange perversion that must uncover itself and 
shrink to its own uselessness. 7 


Seattle and 
Her 
Exposition 
Visitors 


SEATTLE is beginning to pay the penalty laid 
on every community destined for a time to 
entertain the general public. There are 
reports in circulation, it seems, to the effect 
that her hotel-keepers, restaurant-keepers, 
operators of public conveyances, merchants, 
and so on, propose to make extra hay while 
the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific sun is shining. 
And Seattle is much annoyed by these reports 
and is very desirous that her well-wisers 
and friends everywhere shall assist her in emphatically denying their 
truthfulness. 

Seattle will learn before she has made much further progress as 
a public entertainer that these reports, if unfounded—and presum- 
ably they are wholly so—will destroy themselves. They have been 
circulated with reference to every other exposition and convention 
city. They have never done any harm. In some instances, not to 
go into names and particulars, they have, however, served as a warn- 
ing, and their effect has been to remove whatever ground there was 
for them originally. 

It would appear that the reports concerning an advance in prices 
in Seattle during the exposition have been based primarily upon a 
contest being waged by the press of the city against the local ice 
companies. The Post-Intelligencer, for example, after cautioning 
the ice dealers against making an advance in the price of their product 
that would result in higher prices for all perishable foodstuffs, mace 
the statement, “It will not do to run prices up to an abnormal level 
in this city during the exposition,” and this apparent) recognition of a 
possibility which the Post-Intelligencer declares to be impossible ha» 
been used to create the impression in some quarters that visitors tu 
Seattle from the first of May until the last of October would have 
to pay exorbitant prices for everything they need. 

Competition may have its faults, and they may be very clear to 
advanced economists; but it will be found to be the case in Seattle, 
as it has been found to be the case elsewhere, that those of her people 
who will be content with reasonable profits will, from the first, get

the business, and that those who attempt imposition at the beginning 
will have cause to repent it in the end, even though they may realize 
their mistake and try to correct it before they have gone very far. 

It may be taken for granted that Seattle will treat her visitors as 
well as they would be treated under like circumstances by any other 
city in the country.

. = city a9 Benjamin F. Tracy, referee appointed by the 
the supreme court, after months spent upon an 
inquiry into the financial affairs of the 
municipality. A sigh of relief went up in 
New York when General Tracy declared that

the city had still a borrowing capacity of $106,000,000 as of last 


June; for it was realized that this amount would go very far toward 
paying for public improvements which are regarded on every side as 
being necessary and urgent. It was news made doubly welcome 
because of the earlier report of the Cassidy commission, which placed 
the amount still available at only $35,000,000, and the depressing 
statement by the bureau of municipal research to the effect that even 
this margin had been wiped out—meaning that the metropolis had 
already gone to the limit of its credit. 

Everybody who has a friendly interest in the affairs of the first 
city of the country is hoping that General Tracy’s report will be 
upheld by the courts and fully indorsed by the people who lend money 
on municipal bonds. Especially is this the case within the borders of 
the great community itself. Its marvelous growth demands constant 
and costly improvements. A serious check upon the public works 
deemed essential to the convenience, comfort and safety of the 
population, permanent and floating, would be looked upon as 
calamitous. But capital must be satisfied that General Tracy is right 
before bonds can be floated to the amount which he names, or ary- 
thing like it. 

It would be an exaggeration to say that the future of New 
York depends upon the outcome of this controversy, or the settlement 
of this question, for means will undoubtedly be found which will 
enable the city to bridge over a temporary financial difficulty; but it 
would not be going too far to say that the progress of New York city 
would be greatly hampered by too close restrictions at present upon 
her borrowing powers. She will never, perhaps, need ready money, 
and plenty of it, more than she does now, when she is making an 
earnest and an honest effort to be as great as she is big. 


WHATEVER <levelopments the future may | ) 
bring through the completion of the Panama | 
canal, the present reapings in interoceanic | | 
trade are emphatically Tehuantepec’s. The | 
Mexican railroad connecting the Pacific with | 
the Gulf of Mexico, across the isthmus of Tehuantepec | 
Tehuantepec, is making wonderful strides | 
toward developing and concentrating inter- | 
oceanic commerce. The new road, British- || | 
built, thanks to indefatigable efforts toward — 
improvement at its two terminals, Salina Cruz on the Pacific and 
Puerto Mexico on the Gulf, is doing splendid pioneer work, whose 
benefits, it would seem, must accrue, in large measure, to the future 
Panama canal. 

Mexico has little apprehension, however, of a crushing compe- 
tition by the canal. It 1s a singular fact, typical of the Mexico of our 
days, that the policy of building a transisthmian railroad but a few 
years ahead of the completion of~the Panama canal, is the exact 
reversal of the one which Americans are wont to associate with Latin 
America; a daring transformation of the “manana,” the procrastina- 
tion habit, into a brisk seizing of present opportunities. This means 
clearly that Latin America no longer begins at the Rio Grande, that 
the northern spirit of the things and tasks of today, not of tomor- 
row, has advanced far enough south to make a speedy solution possi- 
ble of all the petty problems between Mexico and Panama. 

No doubt the promoters of the enterprise have calculated accur- 
ately in setting down the number of years they are ahead of the 
canal as ample for the consolidation of the railway’s traffic, taking 
into account not only the advantage over the canal of greatly reduced 
distances between the principal Pacific and Atlantic ports, but esne- 
cially that of an absolutely safe, economic and well-managed road, 
with the elements of uncertainty and chance entirely eliminated. Tlie 
railway is already connecting a number of important steamship lines 
for all parts of the Pacific.and the Atlantic. 

There is no better test of the growth of the isthmus and the 
surrounding provinces than the fact that Americans are beginning to 
flock to Vera Cruz, once shunned by the white man, with the prospect 
of forming the nucleus of an industrious farming class. Nothing 
could better insure the future development of the entire traffic of 
isthmus and coast than the building of the home.

S. Bruce, himself a well-known Arctic ex- 


plorer, and «the director of the Scottish 
Oceanographical Laboratory, in Edinburgt. 
Dr. Bruce was the commander of the Scotia. 
the vessel chartered by the Scottish Antarctic expedition in 1902-4: 
but previous to this he had had some ten years of fairly continous 
experience in Arcti¢ exploration. He was naturalist to the Scottish 
Antarctic expedition of 1892-3, zoologist to the Jackson-Harmsworth 
polar expedition of 1896-7, naturalist to the Coats expedition to 
Nova Zembla in 1898, and naturalist to the Monaco polar expeditions 
of 1898-9 and 1906. - It will be seen from this that he is one who 
speaks with authority on the subject of polar exploration, and that 
his newest proposal, which surpasses in daring anything that has 
yet been undertaken, is entitled to respect. 

While in command of the Scotia Dr. Bruce discovered, in the 
year 1903, some 150 miles of the coast line of the Antarctic conti- 
nent, between the seventy-third and seventy-fourth parallels of 
latitude, aml named it Coats Land. He now proposes to sail this 
summer for Coats’ Land, and having completed the survey of it as 
thoroughly as possible, to establish himself there for the winter, to 
sem back his ship with orders to refit, and then to proceed to the 
other side of the continent, where he plans to establish a second has 
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at the western end of Ross’ great ice barrier, off the coast of South 
Victoria Land. This was made the basis of the expeditions of both 
Captain Scott and Lieutenant Shackleton. From this point an expe- 
dition from the ship to proceed as far as possible in the direttion 
of the pole for the purpose of establishing food depots. Meantime, 
with the coming of the Antarctic summer, Dr. Bruce will start on 
his colossal march. This is nothing less than to cross the pole from 
Coats’ Land to McMurdo strait, at the western end of the ice barrier. 
When it is remembered that he will start 1100 miles from the pole, 
and that having crossed it he will still be 900 miles from his destina- 
tion, the daring of the conception will be appreciated. The sledge 
journey of Lieutenant Shackleton, by far-the longest hitherto com- 
pleted in the records of Antarctic exploration, was 300 miles short 
of this, and during a considerable portion of this time he was re- 
tracing his steps over country comparatively familiar, and in rel‘ance 
on food depots the position of which was accurately known. Dr. 
Bruce proposes to enter the White Continent on one side, and to 
emerge upon the other. It is an undertaking in comparison with 
which the crossing of the Dark Continent or the voyages of the cir- 
cummavigators fade almost into insignificance.

the return of our battleship fleet from its recent trip around the world, 
a common remark among officers and men was to the effect that it 
was good to be back where they could look over the side once more 
and catch an occasional glimpse of the Stars and Stripes. 

Attention is directed once again to the subject of our invisible 
merchant miarine by reason of the announcement that the Oceanic 
line of American vessels, engaged in the carrying trade between San 
Francisco and Australia, has been discontinued. Regardless of the 
theories to the contrary, held and expressed by opponents of the 
subsidy proposition, this line is said to have ceased to operate 
primarily because of the recent refusal of our government to subsi- 
dize American shipping. 

Of course, this statement will not go unchallenged. It will in 
all probability be claimed that the Oceanic line has been discontinued 
purely for effect, and as part of the program of the ship subsidy 
conspirators. 

In the meantime, however, two striking facts remain. One is 
that this line of American steamers, flying the American flag, helped 
us to control a trade with Australia amounting to $30,000,000 annu- 
ally. The other fact is that the Oceanic has simply followed the 
course of other American lines in passing out of existence. 

There may be thousands of reasons even better than any thus far 
advanced by the foes,of ship subsidy why we should not attempt to 
build up an American merchant marine by helping it to help -itself, 
but, if so, those who can advance them, and who are always ready 
to atfack every movement entered upon with the purpose of restoring 
our flag to the high seas, should be able to outline somé constructive 
plan of action. 

Thus far they have been content simply with questioning the 
wisdom, the policy, and even the honesty of those who hold opposite 
views, and the consequence of their bitter and persistent antagonism 
to every step taken with the purpose of encouraging American sh#p- 
ping is that our flag in these days is seldom seen abroad. 

That we are a great world power is certain, but that we are 
herein pursuing a course little calculated to earn the title among the 
peoples of the earth is admitted by all observant Americans who find 
themselves by any chance in a foreign harbor. . 
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Or ru two plans advanced for the relief of 
the southern farmer, the one by Daniel J. 
Sully, erstwhile leader of the speculative 
cotton market, the other by the Dallas (Tex. ) 
News, the latter, we believe, will strike the 
average thoughtful man as being the more 
sensible. 
l‘or the protection of the planter against 
those who would take advantage of his lack 
Li¢gers ———— of capital, or means, Mr. Sully would organize 
a $10,000,000 bonded company to build and operate storage houses 
for the accommodation of one third the crop, charging a nominal fee. 
and issuing certificates. Thus. the man who did not wish to sell his 
cotton in a low market could put up part of his crop as security upon 
which to borrow what money he might require to carry him until the 
market got better. 7 
Serious fault ‘is found with this plan. Admitting that such a 
system might serve the convenience of the man in debt, and that it 
might even be profitable to him, despite the storage and interest 
charges, which would be taxed against his labor, it is regarded only as 
a partial or superficial expedient. It is founded on the theory that 
the southern farmer must always be in financial straits when cotton- 
picking time comes. It offers no inducement other than the inci- 
dental ddvantage that would come from withholding “distressed” 
cotton from the market to the man who owns the cotton encumbered 
when gathered. Its only invitation is to the man in debt, and toa, 
him it offers as the alternative of selling merely a facility for mort- 
gaging. 
This is too strong a presentation of the case to be nullified by the 
assertion in a New York contemporary, in explanation of the failure 
of Mr. Sully’s plan to appeal to the southerners, that “the producers 


_ do not trust their own niddlemen—much less the foreign operators— 


and that no expedient for controlling the supposed emergency can 
meet the approval of both parties to the movement.” Neither is it 
(isposed of by the statement that the farmers ‘“‘cannot be made to 
believe that any one outside of their own circle can sincerely consult 
their welfare, and the fact is that they themselves are impotent to 
that end.” 

They can at least be advised by those who are near to them to 
pursue a course of which the wisdom will not be questioned by 
rational people in any part of the country. They can at least be 
pleaded with to consider the proposition from the Dallas News that 
the fundamental remedy for the evil sought to be ¢ured is for the 
southern farmer to work himself up lo a cash basis. 

The western farmer had to learn to do this—had to do it before 
he became the successful man he is today.
